I.  The  attention  of  all  persons  having  charge  of  Ordnance  and 
OrdnaKce  Stores,  is  directed  to  Par.  I  and  II  Gen.  Ord.  No.  20, 
A  &  I.  G.  O.,  dated  RichiYlond,  February  19th,  18G3.  District  com- 
manders will  take  measures  to  insure  prompt  compliance  •with  all  the 
requirements  thereof. 

II.  The  "  Quarterly  Returns"  thus  called  for  Avill  be  rendered 
immediately,  and  a  copy — unsupported  by  vouchers — sent  to  the  Chief 
of  Ordnance  and  Artillery  of  this  Department.  Hereafter  these  returns 
will  be  forwarded  regularly  within  twenty  days  after  the  expiration  of 
the  quarter  to  which  they  refer, — and  a  copy  sent  to  the  Chief  of  Ord- 
nance of  this  Department. 

III.  In  all  cases,  Ordnance  and  Ordnance  .'^torcs,  including 
cavalry  equipments,  captured  from  the  enemy  by  Partizan  Rangers, 
must  be  appviii.sed,  disposed  of,  and  accounted  for  as  provided  by  Par. 
11,  General  Order  No.  20,  A.  &  I.,  G.  0.,  Richmond,  Va. 

IV.  By  '  Instructions  to  Ordnance  Ofiicers  in' the  field,"  and 
Circular  of  January  lOth,  1863,  from  the  Ordnance  Bureau,  Colonels 
of  Regiments  and  Battallion  Commanders  are  held  responsible  for  tho 
Ordnance  and  Ordnance  Stores  ■with  their  commands.  Hereafter  these 
ofncers  will  receipt  for  and  render  returns  of  all  such  stores;  Captainb 
of  Companies  will  immediately  turn  over  to  their  Regimental  or  Bat- 
talion Commanders,  all  Ordnance  Stores  for  Avhich  said  commanders 
are  responsible. 

V.  Brigade  Ordnance  officers  will  make  "  AVeekly  Reports  of 
Ammunition  on  hand,"  to  tho  Divison  Ordnance  officer,  who  will  for- 
ward consolidated  reports  of  the  same  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  of  thf 
Department.
